EASY TRIUMPH A SURPRISE 


Champion Comes Out on Top After 


Only 26 Moves—Chalienger Tired 
After Carisbad Tourney. 


WIESBADEN, Sept. 6.—The match 
for the world’s chess championship 
between Dr. Alexander Alekhine of 
Paris and E. D. Bogoljubow of Tri- 
berg, challenger, got under way tox 
day at the Kurhaus where the first 
game was contested. To the sum 
prise of all, it was a comparatively. 
short encounter, lasting only twenty< 
six Moves and was won by Dr. Alek-~ 
hine, who had won the toss for the 
move and selected the queen’s gam< 
bit. 

Bogoljubow, plainly fatigued 
through his participation in the re- 
international tournament at 
Carlsbad in which Dr. Alekhine did 
pot take part, showed indifferent 
orm. 

Bogoljubow declined the cham< 
pion’s gambit but, two moves later, 
accepted the gambit pawn. At his 
ninth turn the challenger supported 
the pore he had captured by ad- 
vancing his queen’s knight’s pawn. 
This left him with an inferior posi- 
tion and Dr. Alekhine proceeded 
with an attack against the black 
king, which was forced out of place 
on the fifteenth move, thereby for~ 
feiting the right to castle. 

Dr. Alekhine held the black mon- 
arch in the centre of the board 
where he was least protected and 
then opened and took possession of 
the queen’s rook’s file. Seeing the 
hopelessness of his case, Bogoljubow 
resigned when it came his turn_to 
make the twenty-sixth move. The 
second game will be played tomor- 
row, ' 

Dr. Alekhine won the world’s title 
in Buenos Aires in 1927 when he de- 
feated José R. Capablanca of Cuba. 
Until now, the crown has not been 
in competition.

+ BILL TILDEN is 36 years old. He won the 

national tennis championship nine years ago, 

recaptured it five successive times and then be- 
gan to slip from the peak of glory. For three years 
he has been going back. The rise of three or four 
fellows who played tennis almost as perfectly as they 
spoke French may have had something to do with the 
alleged decline. of Big Bill. He may have appeared 
to be going back merely because they were moving 
ahead so. fast. 

That his decline hasn’t amounted to anything like a 
fall is shown in current discussion of the national 
singles championship that begins today at Forest 
Hills. With Lacoste and Cochet occupied elsewhere, 
who stands out as the favorite among ninety players? 
William Tatum Tilden 2d, The field includes hardy 
veterans, brilliant youngsters, scattered representa- 
tives of four or five friendly nations and a fairly 
strong invading party from England. 

It can’t be that the lanky Philadelphian has declined 
very much or slipped very far. Cochet and Lacoste 
edged past him and maintained the lead, but the 
slipping veteran was still ahead of any other pursuers 
when last observed in action. It may be that when the 
youngsters stage their next rush, they will go over 
him in waves, but our younger class has been taking 
lessons from him all year and may continue to do so 
through the championship rounds next week. 


Logical Contenders. 


Ordinarily, the ranking list might give some clue to 
Tilden’s ultimate successor as leader of the tennis 
forces of this scuntry, but the rankirg list is under a 
shadow at the moment. ‘It is supposed to be a seeding 
list just as much as a ranking list, but the seeding 
for the championship was done with only a casual 
glance at the order of names on the honor roll for 
1928. The play in the tournaments so far this season 
caused a revision or revaluation. 

Another poiat is that Francis T. Hunter would be 
the logical successor to William T. Tilden if the rank- 
ing list were a reliable guide. Hunter is No. 2 and 
certainly never played better tennis in his life than 
he did ‘ast year. But if Tilden is a veteran, so is 
Frank Hunter. The gentleman from New Rochelle 
isn’t a btoken-down, doddering Rip Van Winkle by 
any means, but he is 35 years old, and tennis is a 
game in which speed ultimately becomes the deciding 
factor. At 35 or beyond: the ordinary numan frame 
doesn’t develop increased speed. The trend is usually 
the other way. 

George Lott is next in line and his last meeting 
with Tilden was a decisive victory for the elder 
statesman. But George is still a youngster—he won't 
be 23 until October—and may come along to rule our 
courts. Johnny Hennessey, ranked at No. 4, isn’t en- 
tered in the singles chempionship this year. Johnny 
is no budding yourgster, and as the football players 
say, ‘‘He has bad wheels,’’ meaning that his feet can’t 
stand the pace and carry his weight. 


An Open Debate. 


As for the others in line, it’s the usual thing for 
youngsters to get all jumbled up when any one at- 
tempts to go anywhere with them. The way they 
played leap-frog and hide-and-seek in the doubles 
game this waning Summer will make the doubles 
ranking of the year an open debate, with gestures.

The results in the singles haven't been quite as up- 
setting, but they ran so far from expected form that 
three youngsters in the first ten weren't seeded at 
Forest Hills, and two youngsters ranked below the 
top flight were seeded in the championship. 

Van Ryn, Doeg, Seligson, Shields, Allison, Bell and 
Mangin have been whacking away at each other with- 
out definitely decisive resuits. They have played 
streaky tennis, good ore week and bad the next, 
whereas the successor to Tilden will have to play on a 
lofty and fairly constant level.. All of them are young- 
sters, however. Their best days should be ahead of 
them, Since last year, for instance, John Van Ryn 
and Grezory Mangin have improved considerably. At 
least one compctent observer rates Mangin as the 
most improved player of the younger school. 


Too Much Pessimism. 


Some cbhsetrvers, ani William T. Tilden seems to be 
among them, think that the unsettled condition among 
our younger plavers indicates that the calibre of their 
play is not what it should be, and that there is no 
outstanding prospect among them. In short, there is 
no Lacoste. Tilden, McLoughlin vr Johnston among 
them or he would have proved it by this time in the 
usual way, by winning consistently. Where they 
take turns beating each other, they are pretty much 
on a level, and a real champion doesn’t keep level 
with the crowd. He climbs the heights and blocks 
off half the horizon. 

That's iooking on the dark side of things. The lads 
may be running fairly even because they are all good 
instcad of because they are all mediocre, second rate, 
fair-to-middling or however 1t might be phrased. 

Another pcint is that Tilden didn’t really find him- 
self on the courts until he was 25 years old, and he 
was 27 when he won his first national singles cham- 
pionship. That gives Lott, Mangin, Van Ryn, Doeg, 
Shields and others several years yet in which to make 
good. There's no advantage in condemning them in 
haste. 


Golf and Tennis.

It’s almost impossible to imagine anything like the 
defeat of Bob Jones at Pebble Beach happening in 
tennis. In three successive golf championships George 
Von Elm. has been eliminated in an early 18-hole 
match rouud, and George is rated second only to Bob 
Jones among the amateurs.

If anything like these upsets occurred in a tennis 
championship at Forest Hills, the stadium would re- 
volve twice on its own axis and spill the spectators all 
over Long Island.

‘CHANGING VIEWS OF THE

| GRAND JURY INDICTMENTS. 


Although the impaneling of the 
regular grand jury is a matter of 
monthly routine in New York 
County, part of what Judge LEVINE 
had to say to his September panels 
touched on a subject of importance 
beyond the jury room.

Ex-Manager of Branch Pleads Not 
Guilty and Bail Is Continued. 


Joseph V. Price of 4,305 Broadway,
